Had rhey 
feen, as we do, this monftrous Vice extend itfelf, fo as 
that almoft a whole People is infe&ed with it ; Had 
they fen the highe& fublunary Benefiis. returo’d 
wich the bafeft Zngratitude ; Could they imagine that 
Men would be fo deprav’d as to vi ify and traduce, 
4nitead of gratefully chanking, thofe chat had pr-ferv'd 
them in Freedom, Peace, and Plenty fur many Years ; 
Could the ancient Lawgivers, 1 fay, fuppofe thar 
Rational Beings, pretending 10 Benevolence and 
Good-Na'ure, would fo diveft themfelves‘of all Hu- 
manity, as to attempt deftroying their Benefactors, 
there is {carce a Doubr thar we fhould fee the afore- 
faid Law of Drace wniverfally eftahlith’d. 
There are ewo Sorts of Ingratitude, which may be 
diflinguifhed by five and Pafive. The latter, 
which is lefs Criminal and Usnarural, is when Per- 
fons do nor return the Benefits conferr’d upon them 
if ‘tisin their Power to do fo, This is fo Natural a 
‘Duty, that fach as neglect it may jultly be reckon’d 
more Savage than even the Brute Creation ; it bcing 
often obferved among Beaftr, that grateful Returns 
have been made for Benefits received. 
Pliny tells us of an Eagle, that having been tenderly 
bred by a young Woman, would not outlive fo kind 
2 Benefactrefs, bur threw herfelf into the Maid’s 
Funeral Pile, which confum’d them both together, 
The famouy Story recorded by A. Gellius, of a Lion, 
that weuld not deftroy or even encounter with a Slave 
to whom he had been oblig’d for the Cure of a Lame 
Leg, is fo penerally known that I fhan’c enlarge upon 
it. But fince it is plain from thefe Inftances, and ma- 
ny others which might be brought, that there have 
been grateful Beafls of all Kinds, and in all Ages, 
whatcan be faid in Mitigation of the Jngastitude-of 
Pak hig endued with Rationality and pretending +o 
orality ?
